•■I am not one of those who believe that all l*et- 
tieg transactions without distinction must of neces- 
sity in* immoral. On the contrary. I believe that a 
"real many Inis are made in circumstances that 
an- perfectly moral and that add considerably to 
tlie liappineas of those who make them. But they 
must be conducted in certain lines and within cer- 
tain limits. The wrong is traceable to a common 
delusion shared by the iteople of the country, who 
back horses not from sporting faith or hope that 
si'n-h one niav win. but from a settled conviction that 
the lmrse must win. In other words, they bet on 
what they believe to he certainties.”

Ixt- 
uiotid rushed to the front immediately, opening tip a 
good lead, and although momentarily challenged by 
Follie Ix*vy, shook her off gamely to win easily.

RACE LOST BY OVERCONFIDENCE. 



Carelessness of Jockey Archibald Permits Dovalta to 
Defeat Tony Faust. 



San F'rancisoo. Cal., Deeemlter 7. — Tony Faust, 
odds-on favorite in fhe fifth race at Oaklaud today, 
was beaten a head by Dovalta through overconfidence 
on the part ot jockey Archibald. He took things 
easy the greater part of the journey and quit riding 
when in front a hundred yards from the finish. Guy 
Garner, takiug advantage of the situation, got I)o- 
vnltn up iu the last jump aud Tony F'aust lost a 
race he should have won easily. The track was still 
heavy. Thistle Belle led most of the way in the 
fourth, but N*o Quarter outguined her at the finish. 
Tillinghaxt. the favorite, made a pitor showing. 

Dutch Ris k, a 10f» to 1 chance, proved a surprise 
hy running a close second to Edmond Adams in the 
four-horse race. 

James Butler, owner of the Empire City track 
and prominent in the affairs of the Jockey Club 
Juarez, was a visitor and will remain a few days. 
He came from Juarez. 

Dead wood is again in the stable of Green B. Mor- 
ris. The Vosemlte Stable bus bought Minnedocia. 
Maizie Girl and Zeppo. G. P. McNeil will train 
them. 

Walter Heath, trainer of the El Palomar Stable, 
has purchased Good Intent from J. M. Crane. 

P. Mulcaliy, whose good colt, Lewiston, died re- 
cently at Jacksonville, has arrived here. Mr. Mul- 
caliy planned to make a killing at the Florida track, 
hut the death of Lewiston spoiled his plans. The 
gelding was not much to look at and when he made 
his appearance at Jacksonville he was not seriously 
regarded. He had worked a mile in 1:41 over the 
Jacksonville track in preparation for his race before 
he was stricken. 



NOVEL FEATURES OF RUSSIAN RACING. 



New York. December 7. — Jockey Willie Gannon, 
who has ridden in Russia for several years, recently 
returned to New York for the winter. According to 
this returned traveler, iu Russia they have fifteen 
or twenty races a day, every other day. "They have 
alxiut lit* days of racing at Moscow, nineteen in the 
spring and the same in the fall at Warsaw, and 
fifty days at St. Petersburg.” says Gannon. "Rac- 
ing goes on for three days a week over turf courses 
of a mile and a quarter. Sometimes they begin a 
card of a dozen or fifteen races at five o'clock in 
tlie afternoon and just keep on going. I rode a 
winner one evening— there was hardly any night 
there at that season— at eleven o’clock.” 

Gannon rides at about 113 itounds. Radtke, Rich- 
ards. Joe Piggott and Johnny Hoar are other Ameri- 
can riders over there. One bit of information com- 
ing from Gannon throws a light on the governmental 
idea of racing in Russia. 

"The government races a stable,” says Gannon, 
“but it lakes only twenty -five |*er cent, of tlie 
money won. tbe balance goes to the second horse.” 

"Suppose the government horse wou the Derby of 
$25,000?” lie was asked. 

"All hut twenty-five per cent, would go to the 
owner of the horse running second.” 

Betting is by the pari-mutuel method— the book- 
maker is unknown. An attendance of 15.4*00 is not 
unusual on gala days. The admission is little ovei 
a dollar and the crowds remain for as many races 
as may be carded. Purses are not as large as 
American racing associations regard them, $200 being 
tbe usual figure. 

Gannon goes back in the sitring to M. LazaretT. 
who races a stable both at Warsaw and Moscow in 
the season. Previously he rode for Prince Ixiubo- 
mirski. 

A colt by Florizel II., out of Lady Massey, the 
latter once owned by John E. Madden, is about the 
best two-year-old in Russia this season.
